Dear Mr. Vu: 

Your letter of office action dated May 11, 2004 has been received. Thank you for your 
comments regarding the claims. I have taken over the case from Townsend and 
Townsend and Crew. I have reviewed your comments and references cited. It has been 
recognized that the previous 20 claims submitted were not appropriately worded, hence 
they are abandoned and replaced with claims 21-40. Your comments including the 
citation of two references Schuster et al and Ram are addressed below and reflected in the 
revision. 

Please find in the attachment, the revisions made in response to the office action 
summary. The resubmission is attached with this cover letter. The revisions are itemized 
as follows: 

1 . Content of Specification 

There are issues related to the use of conventional terminology to describe the present 
invention in the specification, namely, the terms, server, gateway and icon. These 
terms are used in conventional network and Internet domains which do not properly 
define the present invention. Hence, we have added specific definitions and 
modifications where these terms were used to make clear that the present invention is 
properly specified. The changes are indicated by additions (underlined) and deletions 
(bracketed) in the revised submission. With the revision, the invention is clearly 
specified in terms of the architecture and network configuration under which the 
inventions operate. However, no new material is added in the revision. 

2. Inventor's response and remarks to examiner's objection and claims rejection 
i) Items 1 and 2 regarding claims of 1-20 and citation of Schuster et al. 
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Schuster et all (6 ? 650 s 901 Bl) principally describes a system and method of providing 
location information and other information in a telephony service operation. The 
present invention provides e -commerce voice communication directly to callers and 
merchants without the dependency of obtaining any location information from the 
telephony service for the caller or callee during operation. The invention is distinctive 
from Schuster et al. The new claims replacing the previous ones are valid claims 
under 35 US.C. 102. 

ii) item 3 regarding claim I and Schuster et al col 19 lines 3 7-65 , icon and col 15 
lines 10-27, icon display 

The present invention is not claiming a conventional icon. The present invention is 
introducing an e-commerce voice communication symbol which is associated with a 
dial file. The dial file is capable of activating the e-commerce voice communication 
in the most direct way between a client computer (caller) and a telephone receiver, 
not merely as an icon with a hyperlink to display a web page or a keypad interface. 

iii) Items 4 - 10, claims 2-8, 13-20 and citation of Schuster et al. 

The previous claims are abandoned and replaced by claims 21-40 which claim 
methods of enabling the direct e-commerce voice communication between Internet 
computer users and PSTN telephone users utilizing existing networks and standard 
communication protocols without depending on telecommunication and telephone 
companies' provisioning, billing and customer services. The operational details 
specified by standard communication protocols (and disclosed in Schuster et al) are 
used in the present invention but they do not negate the claims of methods enabling 
the most direct e-commerce voice communication while conducting e-commerce 
business. Nor they negate the claimed methods of offering an alternative simple and 
low cost voice communication solution independent from the telephone companies 1 
provisioning, billing and customer services, especially prior to and during call 
operation. 

iv) Items 1 1- 19 regarding claims 1-20 and citation of Ram (6,625,258 Bl) 
Ram's patent describes an assistant system to support telephony services acting as a 
central system for the subscriber mass. The present invention describes methods for 
enabling directly between two individual parties to conduct e-commerce and voice 
communication without the interference or involvement of the telephone company 
nor a third party. The previous claims 1-20 are abandoned and replaced by claims 21- 
40 to reflect the clear distinctions of the present invention over the prior art. The fact 
some of the detailed operations disclosed in Ram as disclosed in Schuster et al are 
similar to what are used in the present invention under the standard communication 
protocols do not negate the principal differences of the claimed methods over the 
prior art. 

The inventor appreciates the many helpful comments from the examiner. These 
comments are taken into consideration in the revised submission. Since the original 
patent attorney has abandoned the responsibility of this application, I, as the inventor, is 
taking over the case. After reviewing the examiner's comments and the original claims, it 
is clear that the previous claims have missed the essence of the invention and have 
dwelled on the technological operations of VOIP which have been known in the art 
Hence, the original claims are abandoned and replaced with clearer and definitive claims. 
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The above remarks pertaining to examiner's comments on the original claims serve only 
as references. The inventor respectfully submits the new claims to be examined Please 
do not hesitate to call on me if there is any question regarding this revised submission. I 
will be diligent in making sure that the case is given the needed attention.
